NRA Label ‘Violates’ 
Eagle Regulations 


By a Printing Worker 

NEW YORK CITY—I have been 
working for several years in the Ever 
Ready Label Co., a printing plant at 
257 W. 17th St. 

Our boss here was one of the first 
to sign up with the NRA. He just 
received a permit from the govern- 
ment to print the new stickers 
and we have been printing them by 
the millions. 

Since we started printing these 
NRA stickers, conditions, instead of 
improving, have gotten worse. We 
have to work much faster than be- 


fore. The factory keeps going day 
and night. The bosses sell these 
stickers at a huge profit, but our 
‘wages are the same. 


When I first heard about the 
NRA, I didn’t know what it meant. 
All I knew was that it was supposed 
to improve the conditions of the 
workers, but now I see that it is 
making conditions worse for the 
workers and making more profits for 
the bosses. 

The boss tells me that he is giving 
us a break by letting us work over- 
time, but what good is it if we only 
get 25—35c an hour, The only way 
we can make a half-way decent wage 
is if we work 60 or 70 hours a week. 
Many of the workers are complain- 
ing against the conditions here, but 
they don’t know what to do. I have 


heard that the Daily Worker can 


help us by telling us how to organize 
and fight against these conditions. 
Our shop is an open shop. We have 
about 40 workers here. X.
